U.S. Is Cool to 
Quick Summit 


Talk Proposal 


Soviet Suggestion 
Is Expected To 
Be Turned Down 


WASHINGTON un — The United 
States was reported ready today 
to reject the Soviet Union’s new 
demand for a quick summit con­ 
ference without prior low-level 
diplomatic talks. 
The American view is that Mos­ 
cow’s terms for such a parley 
would turn it into a spectacle in­ 
stead of a decision-making meet­ 
ing. 
Responsible officials said a new 
note just received from Me scow 
apparently had hardened the dead 
lock of Communist and Western 
countries over a heads-of-govern- 
ment meeting. 
Moscow showed no signs of 
backing down on its oft-repeated 
demand that summit leaders met 
without advance lower level ne­ 
gotiations on East-West problems. 
A foreign ministers conference 
empowered to discuss Qiajor prob­ 
lems, Moscow said, would only de­ 
lay a summit conference or block 
it altogether. 
The Soviet note proposed again 
the items Moscow wants on the 
agenda and rejected most of those 
the United States has proposed. 
The Kremlin refusal to budget, 
officials said, dimmed prospects 
that President Eisenhower would 
sit down with Soviet Premier Bul­ 
ganin and other world leaders this 
fall as had been generally antici­ 
pated. 
Eisenhower has no intention of 
yielding on the need for solid dip­ 
lomatic preparation, the authori­ 
ties said. 
In a speech before the Man­ 
chester, N.H., Council on World 
Affairs, Asst. Secretary of State 
Francis 0. Wilcox noted that So­ 
viet party boss Khrushchev “ has 
persistently sought to identify him 
self with the world’s quest for 
peace.” 
“ A summit meeting would pro­ 
vide him with the most solemn 
and influential forum for him to 
repeat his pronouncements about 
world peace. Even if no agree­ 
ment were reached this exercise 
would be of considerable value to 
the Soviet cause.”

W—Singer 
Elvis Presley, idol of America’s 
rock ’n’ roll fans, arrived at Ft. 
Chaffee late Monday night and 
began his Army service to the 
cheers of about 100 civilian fans. 
Presley and 21 other recruits 
rolled into camp from Memphis 
aboard a chartered bus shortly 
before 
midnight. 
He 
was 
in 
charge of his contingent. 
Presley’s schedule today called 
for five hours of aptitude tests, a 
classification interview and sever­ 
al lectures. He will make the 
rounds wearing the sports jacket 
and slacks he wore to camp. Uni­ 
forms won’t be issued to him un­ 
til Wednesday. 
The 23-year-old singer, whose 
g ro ss income last year was al­ 
most a million dollars, will get the 
$7 salary advance provided to tide 
over recruits until payday. 
Teen-age girls among the crowd 
which greeted Presley screamed 
a welcome. He was unruffled by 
the reception. 
The recruits were taken to a 
supply building where blankets, 
sheets and pillows were issued.

Released On Bond 
In School Dispute 


WOOSTER, Ohio <J*) — Three 
Amish couples who had been jail­ 
ed for contempt after refusing to 
obey 
Ohio’s 
school 
attendance 
laws were free on bond today 
while volunteer lawyers continued 
to fight their case. 
The three couples—who have a 
total of 29 children—spent 12 days 
in jail before the Ninth District 
Court of Appeals freed them Mon­ 
day on $250 bond each. They re­ 
turned to their homes pending a 
decision on a habeas corpus ac- 
tton, which claims the six were 
held illegally. 
Meanwhile, their attorneys go 
into Wayne County Juvenile ourt 
today to seek a new hearing on a 
contempt 
charge 
before 
Judge 
Don Young of Norwalk, who has 
heard the case on assignment. 
The attorneys are serving with­ 
out pay, since the Amish do not 
believe in hiring legal counsel. 
The 
Amish 
couples—Mr. 
and 
Mrs. Eli Hershberger, Mr. and 
Mrs. John Hershberger and Mr. 
and Mrs. Emmanuel Slabaugh— 
belong to an order which objects 
to sending children beyond the 
eighth grade for fear the children 
may be drawn away from the 
simple, religious Amish way of 
life. They say also they need the 
labor of their children on the farm 
and in the home. 
They refused to surrender three 
boys, ages 14 and 15, to county 
welfare authorities despite court 
action in the case. The three boys 
—Andy Hershberger, his cousin, 
Sammy Hershberger, and Jacob 
Slabaugh—have not been located 
by authorities. 
The 
boys 
have 
been truant from school for near­ 
ly a year. 
Ohio statute requires attendance 
at school to age 16. 
One of four attorneys appearing 
for the Amish Monday was Henry 
Covington, who called the order 
on which the three couples were 
arrested “ the most informal com­ 
mitment (order) I have ever seen 
in my 30 years of law.” The word­ 
ing of the order amounted to giv­ 
ing the six a ‘life sentence,” he 
said.

He had done 
it before, Alvis said they told him. 
He said a prisoner jumped out 
of bed, shouting, and others fol­ 
lowed suit. Apparently one took a 
swing at a guard, Alvis said, 
“ and the guard retaliated.” 
What resulted, city police said, 
was a “ small riot.” 
Fire Is Started 
Alvis 
said neither guards 
not 
prisoners were reported hurt. But 
some mong the 140 men in th e 
dormitory set fire to garbage in 
two barrels, broke the window of 
guard office doors, and smashed 
about eight of 12 tables used for 
writing 
and playing games, 
he 
added. 
The Columbus Fire Department 
sent 11 pieces of equipment, in­ 
cluding 
two ladder trucks, 
but 
firemen stayed outside the peni­ 
tentiary’s 32-foot high walls, which 
were surrounded by Ohio highway 
patrolmen, Franklin County sher­ 
iff’s men, and all available Co­ 
lumbus policemen. 
Ohio Penitentiary is close to the 
I heart of downtown Columbus. 
The prisoners 
themselves 
put 
out the fire, the warden said. He 
indicated that damage probably 
wouldn’t be more than $200. 
The outbreak apparently began 
about 10:25 p.m., but Alvis said 
things had “ quieted down some ’ 
when he entered the dormitory a 
few minutes later to talk with 
prisoners. 
They asked an audience with 
him today, and their request was 
granted, Alvis said, adding: “ I 
dor.’t think they had that idea at 
first.” 
The men in that dormiory are 
' better class prisoners” who work 
in the commissary, dental clinic, 
prison offices, etc. Alvis explain­ 
ed. Many are old-timers, he said. 
Other blocks got noisy, the war­ 
den said, but the disturbance did 
not spread. 
“ Naturally we can’t condone 
what’s happened.” he continued. 
“ We’ll make a thorough investi­ 
gation.” 
Ohio penitentiary has been the 
scene of two major fires. In the 
so-called “ Easter Monday” fire 
and riot of April, 1930, a fire set 
by prisoners claimed 322 lives. 
Many prisoners perished in their 
cells when heat made the unlock­ 
ing mechanisms unworkable. 
In a Hallowen fire and riot in 
October, 1952, one man died and 
damage was estimated at close to 
a million dollars.

Airliner Falls 


After Takeoff 


Flames Follow Crash 
Into Swamp; 'Copter 
Rescues Survivors 


MIAMI, Fla. UR— A Braniff Air­ 
lines plane crashed moments aft­ 
er its takeoff for Panama early 
today with a mighty explosion vis­ 
ible for miles. Nine were killed 
and 15 survived, many of them 
badly injured. 
The four-engine DC7C had been 
airborne less than a minute be­ 
fore watchers on the ground saw 
fire spurt from an engine. 
A night watchman on duty at a 
city dump near the swampy scene 
of the crash saw the plane go down 
"like a rock.” It fell 4Vfe miles 
north of Miami International Air­ 
port. 


The dead, dying and injured lay 
in the wreckage or in ankle-deep 
mud and water. Rescuers had to 
push their way through dense 
brush which kept firetrucks and 
ambulances away from the scene. 
Helicopters were used to carry 
the injured to a hospital, where 
a parking lot was pressed into 
service as a landing port. 
Plane Breaks In Two 
The big plane, which would have 
gone to Lima, Sao Paulo and Rio 
de Janeiro from Panama, broke 
cleanly in two. The engines and 
gas tanks landed about 50 yards 
from the rear section of the fuse­ 
lage. 
Flames still were roaring into 
the sky hours after the crash. 
Traffic was backed up for miles 
along roads leading to the area. 
R. H. Sands, the dump watch­ 
man who summoned help but was 
prevented by the sawgrass and 
underbrush from forcing his way 
to the scene himself, said it was 
about 20 minutes before rescue 
crews arrived. 
“ Those were the longest 20 min­ 
utes I ever spent,” he said. “ I 
could hear the passengers yelling

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The Politics of Uncertainty 


Meade Alcorn, chairman of the Republican 
National Committee, has laid down the g en­ 
eral specifications of the political issue that 
inev itably must g row out of the recession. 
He believ es his party will dev elop the issue 
in this direction—the need for a closer work­ 
ing partnership betwen g ov ernment and pri­ 
v ate initiativ e, because priv ate initiativ e is 
the source of all g ainful employ ment and 
productiv e wealth. 
The Democratic party , he believ es, will 
see in the “ hard-tim es” issue the opportuni­ 
ty it ex ploited successfully in the ’30s. It 
will ex ag g erate all the statistical ev idence 
and make the most of the emotional disturb­ 
ance to discredit the Republican party . 
By so doing , it will conceal ag ain, as it 
concealed on the prev ious occasion when it 
ex ploited economic dissatisfaction, its own 
failure to take 
action 
and its 
own fac­ 
tionalism. 
This is a perfectly normal 
reaction 
in 
partisan politics. There is nothing in the 
least wrong with it. Both parties hav e the 
rig ht and the oblig ation to ex ploit the opposi­ 
tion’s misfortunes: 
As it happens, the Republican party does 
not ex ploit business recessions, because it 
is essentially a party of conserv atism. Its 
fav orite issue ag ainst the Democratic party 
is recklessness in public ex penditures and 
tional affairs the cy nical practices of their 
the tendency of Democrats to reflect in na- 
big -city strong holds. 
The Republican position, therefore, should 
be, in Chairman Alcorn’s v iew, to encourag e 
and simulate priv ate initiativ e and to oppose 
the opposition’s attem pt to halt the recession 
with deficit spending . 


It is immediately obv ious that the Republi­ 
can position also is the position of many 
conserv ativ e« Democrats. 
I t i s j u s t a s 
obv ious tha* 
the 
Democratic 
position 
is 
shared by those Republicans who hav e em ­ 
braced the theory that ev er-wider distribution 
of public wealth throug h the federal g ov ern­ 
ment is tne solution to all problems. 
The two parties will hav e to hammer out 
in this 
y e a ’s cong resional elections the 
term s of their partisanship on what now 
seems likely to be the dominant issue of 
19 58. 
They will hav e to make their records in 
the day -to-day ex chang e of v iewpoints in pub­ 
lic debate and in their v oting positions on 
proposals in Cong ress. 
Their leaders will hav e to discov er in the 
politics of uncertainty the places where they 
can rally their forces and join issues success­ 
fully . This is how two-party g ov ernment 
works. This is the way it is supposed to 
work. 
There has been no reluctance on the part 
of leading Democrats to make their inten­ 
tion clear. They intend to ex ploit unemploy ­ 
ment and the recession to the hilt. Within 
their party , the strug g le for supremacy be­ 
tween the faction represented by former 
President Truman and the faction represent­ 
ed by Sen. By rd already has been settled in 
fav or of Mr. Truman. 
Within the Republican party , the strug g le 
between the conserv ativ es and those who 
hav e tried to cut the g round from under 
conserv atism by adopting the ideas of the 
opposition has not been se tied. 
Chairman Alcorn, it may turn out, has 
issued the first official call for settlement.

Members of the First Christian Church will 
hav e a joy ous celebration come March, 19 59 , 
for at that time they ex pect to be in their 
new church on E. Six th St. 
That date also will m ark the 100 h anni­ 
v ersary of the cong reg ation which was found­ 
ed March 15, 1859 . * 


Announcement y esterday that g round would 
be broken for a new, attractiv e house of 
worship within the nex t six weeks culminated 
three y ears of efforts on the p a r t' of the 
church’s official board and committee mem­ 
bers. Two successful fund driv es in that 
period hav e been answers to the ferv ent 
pray ers of the cong reg ation that a new 
church building could be erected to accom­ 
modate a rapidly increasing membership.

Once Over 


The Supreme Court, making it harder to 
follow than ev er, has come out with a photo­ 
finish. It hauled down a four-to-four tie in 
an appeal from a lower court ruling that 
Jack Benny was g uilty of plag iarism in film­ 
ing a TV parody of “ Gaslig ht,” a dram a of 
the Victorian era. The lower court said a 
parody or burlesq ue of any book, poem or 
play is often no different than any other 
form of plag iarism.* 


Since actors, sketch writers, etc., hav e been 
doing this for centuries, it has them dizzy . 
Burlesq uing of leg itim ate dram as has been 
g oing on in rev ues without protest for g en­ 
erations, with authors taking them in g ood 
humor. 


JUSTICE WILLIAM DOUGLAS, who could 
hav e broken a tie, refrained from v oting , de­ 
spite the fact he asked for a special showing 
of the Benny film. Question why he went out 
of his way to see it and then wouldn’t say 
y es or no is a m y stery , unless he thoug ht 
Jack Benny has had enoug h free publicity 
or likes Benny ’s v iolin play ing . 
Other g uesses are: (1) He wants to stay 
neutral in ma*ter of TV opinions; (2) he 
couldn’t decide whether a Jack Benny pro­ 
g ram or the lower court decision was the 
funnier; <3) the show put him to sleep and 
no jurist should be asked to stand a second 
run. 
Jack Benny is reported baffled and g etting 
no help from script writers or Rochester. 
I t’s the first time in his career in which 
the rev iewers of a Benny act g av e him no 
better than a draw and demanded a play -off. 
His lawy ers said there was no plag iarism. 
The play ’s author and Metro’s lawy ers said 
there was. The best Jack could g et was the 
split decision, with one justice a late scratch. 
There’s but one way out, Jack. Bet the 
lawy ers for both sides to ag ree to g et the 


scm to be a neg ativ e form of g lad tiding s. 
People affected by this bitter upside-down 
v iewpoint g et sav ag e enjoy ment out of talking 
about their despair- To them it seems to 
clinch the damning ev idence they hav e been 
storing up ag ainst the country that has been 
g ood to them. 


They want it to fail, to v indicate their 
dirk belief that it is foredoomed to failure. 
They are like the “ fellow trav elers” of the 
Communist party in the ’20s and ’30s who 
swallowed the cioctrine that American was 
ticketed for disaster and welcomed a chance 
to contribute to its downfall. 
They are men and women of small faith 
and faith and g arg antuan persecution com­ 
plex es. They are willing to g o along for the 
ride but refuse to g et out and push if any ­ 
thing g oes wrong . They chortle that they 
knew all the time something was g oing to 
g o wrong and are g lad it did, because it 
prov ed they had special insig ht. 
They are being heard from ag ain now, as 
they hav e been heard from before. They are 
chortling and reminding ev ery body within 
ear-shot that they knew’it all the time. 
No doubt, some of them will be thinking 
about joining the Communist party , to recant 
and come forth in some future time as m ar­ 
ty rs who surv iv ed the burning and are ready 
to tell about it at so much .a word. 
Those who stop short of that ex treme mig ht 
as well g o the whole way , if they are un­ 
willing to show a modicum of faith and con­ 
fidence in the potentialities of a country that 
has done so well by its citizens that any ­ 
thing less than the best shapes up as failure. 
Fortunately , most Americans still know how 
to g et out and push. When thing s g et rolling 
ag ain at top speed, the chortling of ltheir 
fellow citizens who knew all the time there 
was g oing to be trouble will be just a sour 
echo.

NEW YORK (¿Pi—The burden of 
hig h tax es on business—and par­ 
ticularly the ex tent that tax con-. 
siderations enter into almost ev ery 
business decision today — is ac­ 
cused of hav ing helped slow down 
the boom. 
Some charg e that hig h tax es 
will 
prolong 
the 
recession 
and 
hamper the subseq uent uphill push. 
Others charg e that, be times 
g ood or bad, tax es are so hig h 
as to ham string the ex pansion that 
would create more jobs. 
But most of those who com­ 
plain also dread the inflation that 
could follow g rowing federal de­ 
ficits if tax collections drop. 
Business criticizes all the chief 
forms of federal tax ation: 
per­ 
sonal income tax es for cutting pur­ 
chasing power and ham pering .for­ 
mation of inv estment funds; ex ­ 
cise tax es for hiking prices; and 
corporation income tax es for a 
long list of business woes. State 
and local tax es on property , in­ 
come and sales add a further bur­ 
den, more onerous when business 
slows down. 
The federal income tax for cor­ 
porate incomes abov e* $25,000 is 
52 per cent.

The 52 per cent tax has been 
accused of encourag ing bad cor­ 
porate practices.

entertainment. 


The hig h personal income tax 
also has been behind many cor­ 
porate salary practices. Much of 
the current flurry ov er ex pense 
account lax ity comes from the de­ 
sire of firms to g iv e ex ecutiv es 
supposedly tax -free ex penses ac­ 
counts rather than a raise which 
would boost them into a hig her 
tax bracket. 
But there’s at least one silv er 
lir.ing .

Has the “ bottom” of the reces­ 
sion just been reached? The U.S. 
departm ent of Labor reports that 
the number of workers laid off and 
apply ing 
f o r 
u n e m p l o y ­ 
m e n t benefits 
dropped 29 ,000 
—to 
410,500— 
and 
that 
the 
v olume of new 
claims 
w a s 
lower 
in 
the 
week March 10 
to 
March 
15 
than 
for 
any 
week 
s i n c e 
last December. 
This would sem to indicate a 
lev eling off. 
The total 
number 
drawing 
unemploy ment 
benefits 
for more than a week’s time de­ 
clined by 7 ,6 00. 
Thirty different states reported 
fewer claims for the week ending 
March 15. Twenty -eig ht states had 
repored a dtcline in applications 
for the week ending March 8. 
The larg est declines were in New 
York with 9 .300, Michig an with 9 ,- 
2C0, Wisconsin with 8,100 and Min­ 
nesota with 3,300. The increases 
included Indiana with 3,000; Tex as 
with 3.200 and Illinois with 2,300. 
Temporary lay offs in v arious in­ 
dustries accounted for many of the 
req uests for unemploy ment insur­ 
ance. 
These declines on the whole are 
not larg e and they are offset to 
some ex tent by increases in other 
states. But the ov er-all picture be­ 
g ins to look as there is a certain 
steadiness about the unemploy ment 
chart. 


RECESSIONS 
do 
not 
t u r n 
abruptly into booms and it is pos­ 
sible for a spot check here and 
there to still rev eal 
some 
in­ 
creases in unemploy ment. Thus the 
Associated Press sampled 12 areas 
and found that unemploy ment had 
increased by about 150,000 from 
the middle of February to the mid­ 
dle of March. 
If, howev er, the fig ures remain 
at about the same lev el for an­ 
other few weeks, it will confirm 
the g rowing belief that the “ bot­ 
tom ” was actually reached during 
the week of March 10 to March 15. 
It would be unwise for g ov ern­ 
mental policy to be based on the 
fig ures av ailable thus far. Presi­ 
dent Eistnhower and his adv isers 
hav e been say ing all along that 
a better idea of what has been 
happening would be av ailable when 
all March fig ures are at hand and 
this will not be until the middle 
of April. 
There is a natural caution here 
about rushing in to g rant tax re­ 
ductions on a larg e scale or to 
set in motion 
any partial sus­ 
pension of tax receipts. 


Democratic leaders and the ad­ 
m inistration hav e a sort of truce 
in effect so that neithtr side will 
take the iniiaiv e bu will await a 
bi-partisan conference at a time 
y et to be fix ed. 


ON THE SURFACE this looks as 
if there is a g ood deal of hig h­ 
mindedness 
and 
statesm anshi p 
surrounding the issue. But the fact 
is 
it is rather an ex ample of 
shrewdness and political prudence 
on each side. For, since the fed­ 
eral treasury is g oing to ex peri­ 
ence a heav y deficit, neither party 
wants to take the political respon­ 
sibility for plung ing the g ov ern­ 
m ent into a 10 or 15-billion-dollar 
red fig ure. 
Once the Eisenhower adm inistra 
tion g iv es the sig nal for tax reduc­ 
tion, 
the 
Democrats 
will 
offer 
their own plans but they want the 
ex ecutiv e branch to say publicly it 
is ready for tax reduction. For 
this would be g iv ing sanction to 
a budg et deficit of larg e size. 
Just what kind of tax rev ision 
is in prospect cannot be forecast 
now, ex cept that the nation may 
ex pect a political makeshift. Such 
plans are those just adv anced by 
the committee on economic de­ 
v elopment in New York last week 
would not hav e a 
g host of 
a 
chance. 


A MAJORITY of the m em bers 
of Cong ress would nev er v ote for 
a ninemonth suspension of tax es. 
To g rant a 20 per cent reduction 
and then take it away in less than 
a y ear is politically absurd. 
What seems more likely is that 
the administration will come out 
in fav or of a constructiv e pi a n 
for tax rev ision which looks 
to­ 
ward lower tax es not just for the 
emerg ency period but as a part 
of a lohg -rang e attem pt to stabil­ 
ize the v alue of the dollar. 
There is much m erit in the plan 
because, once the boom returns, 
tax receipts will g row and, if there 
is a. continuing deficit, the pres­ 
sure for cutting ex penses will then 
be 
resumed. 
This 
would 
be 
a 
healthy dev elopment. 
Some of the Democratic poli­ 
ticians, on the other hand, will 
urg e big decreases for the low- 
income g roups. They cannot g et 
such proposals adopted w i tho u t 
conceding some reductions in the 
hig her brackets and in corporation 
tax es. The final bill will be a 
compromise 
between 
the 
two 
points of v iew in Cong ress — the 
radicals and the conserv ativ es—in 
both parties. 
On the whole, howev er, the na­ 
tional economy seems to be weath­ 
ering the storm without the need 
for the enactment of fanciful pro- 
g rans and unsound tax measures.

Wolv erton urg ing the FCC to 
shake a leg in behalf of one of his 
own New Jersey constituents. 
Porter ex plained that his 
idea 
was nbt to sug g est that Rep. Wol­ 
v erton had done any thing wrong 
but to sug g est that he had been 
ov er-eag er to make it appear tbat 
what once had been rig ht for him 
now was wrong for ev ery body else. 
As it happened, a Porter client 
was under committe criticism for 
hav ing taken steps to apprize FCC 
mem bers of the v irtue of his claim 
to a telev ision channel license.

Non-Stop Trip to Moon Via Nuclear Rocket Envisioned by Year 197 0 


The adv ent of controlled nu clear energy may make it p ossible for 
men to stage nonstop , su rface-to-su rface flights between the earth 
and the moon as early as 1970, say s Krafft A. Ehricke, assistant 
to the technical director of Conv air (Astronau tics) Div isions of Gen­ 
eral Dy namics Corp oration. 
Sp eaking to the Air Force Associa­ 
tion, Ehricke p resented p reliminary designs for a 200-foot, 90-ton, 
two-stage chemo-nu clear v ehicle that he said wou ld be cap able of 
landing a 15 ,000-p ou nd p ay load on the moon. 
It wou ld hav e su f- 


ficient fu el left to take off and retu rn to a p osition ju st ou tside the 
earth’s atmosp here. Ehricke’s first stage is a delta-wing glider of 
90-foot sp an (left, abov e), p owered with conv entional gasoline and 
liq u id ox y gen rockets dev elop ing 2,700,000 p ou nds of thru st. It wou ld 
retu rn to earth after boosting manned second stage bey ond the 
earth’s atmosp here. 
Power for second stage is p rov ided by feed­ 
ing liq u id ox y gen to a rocket engine that has a nu clear p ile as its 
energy sou rce. To p rotect from radiation crewmen’s gondola wou ld 


wou ld be attached to steel or tu ngsten towing cables 1,000 feet (cen­ 
ter, abov e) from nu clear engine. Crew wou ld then u se remote con­ 
trols to start the p ower p lant. At end of earth-to-moon flight (right, 
abov e), the rocket is “backed down” by u sing light thru st to cou nter 
lu nar grav ity . Microwav e radio wou ld be u sed to commu nicate with 
earth, which is p ictu red as it wou ld ap p ear from the moon. Crew 
wou ld transfer to re-entry glider at edge of earth’s atmosp here to 
comp lete rou nd trip .

By increasing and adv ancing al­ 
lotments, the bill wou ld make 
av ailable to the states this y ear 
lVz billion dollars more in federal 
fu nds than p resently p rogramed. 
Gore, chief sp onsor of the legis­ 
lation, said this wou ld resu lt in a 
$5 ,400,000,000 highway constru ction 
p rogram this y ear, inclu ding the 
matching state fu nds. 
He said one new featu re of the 
bill cou ld mean that dirt wou ld be 
fly ing 60 day s after its enactment. 
This is a su p p lementary allot­ 
ment of 400 millifn dollars in fed­ 
eral money for the y ear ahead for 
the p rimary , secondary and u rban 
road sy stems. This sp ecial fu nd 
wou ld hav e to be matched by the 
states only on a 70-30 basis, in­ 
stead of the u su al 50-50, and the 
states cou ld borrow from federal 
fu nds two thirds of the 30 p er cent. 
Gore said also that new fu nds 
in the bill for the 41,000-mile su ­ 
p erhighway network now u nder 
constru ction wou ld p u t it back 
close to the original 13-y ear sched­ 
u le. Under the p resent p rogram, 
it wou ld be stretched ou t to as 
mu ch as 24 y ears. 
There ap p eared to be little con­ 
trov ersy in the Senate ov er the 
iesirability of accelerating high­ 
way constru ction this y ear. Esti­ 
mates are that the ex tra fu nds 
will p rov ide at least 8 8 ,000 new 
Jobs this y ear.
